DETECTIVE 
TO IMPROVE WHEAT 


In Bro wn sto wn Raid s Arrested Up o n T. S. Blish Atten d s Imp o rtan t Mcet- 


Cb arg e o f Imp erso n atin g Officer. 


Another chapter wa s added to the 
series 
of 
post office 
robberies, 
which 
ha v e recently occurred in this part of 
the sta te 
this morning about 3 o ’clock 
when the sa fe in tin* postoffice at Scotts­ 
burg was blown (» pen by “ yeggm en ’ 
while a crowd of citizens across the 
street were held at ba y at the point of 
a rev olv er. 
The robbery is one of the 
boldest that ha v e occurred and is gen­ 
erally believ ed to hav e been committed 
by professional sa fe blowers. 
The postoffiee is located across the 
street from the Ba nk Hotel, and the 
a tta ches and guests of this place were 
a wa kened by the sound of fa lling glass, 
rpon inv estiga tion they found tha t the 
robbers had ga ined an entrance into the 
building by kicking in the gla ss panel 
of the main 
door. 
As soon a s 
the 
“ ye ggm e n ’’ discov ered that they had 
aroused the citizens one of the party 
cov ered the crowd at the hotel with a 
rev olv er, and the citizens were una ble 
to giv e a general alarm. 
While the robber wa s sta nding guard, 
the nitro glycerine cap was placed in 
position and the sa fe blown open. 
The 
robbers, howev er, were unable to get 
into the inner v ault where the money 
a nd sta mps were kept, with the first 
charge, but did not make a further a t­ 
tempt to secure the money. 
It. is be­ 
liev ed tha t they feared tha t the first ex­ 


plosion would a wa ken the citizens of 
the town, and did not want to ta ke the 
risk of placing a second charge. 
They 
were not successful in securing either 
money or stamps, and so far as known 
did not ta ke a nything wha tev er fnyn 
the office. 
The sa fe and building were 
wrecked, and the loss will amount to at j 
least $200. 
When the men left the building they 
went west two blocks and then turned 
south and passed through the cemetery. 
Sev era l of the men in the hotel, who 
were at an a dv a nta geous point, fired 
on the robbers as they were lea v ing 
the postoffice, but none of the shots 
took effect, and the men had but little 
difficulty in ma king their escape. 
It is 
not known whether they had a buggy 
or other conv eya nce a w a iting outside 
the town, but the general opinion is 
that they will endea v or to make their 
esca pe on foot from the immediate v i­ 
cinity and finally lea v e on a train. 
The robbers obta ined their tools at 
the section house of the Pennsylv a nia 
railroad. 
It is not known for a cer­ 
ta inty whether there were two or three 
men, but the genera l impression seems 
to be tha t there were only two in the 
postoffice at the time of the explosion, 
but a nother was probably gua rding close 
by and joined them later. 
The operator 
a t the block sta tion on the Pennsylv a ­ 
nia believ es tha t he sa w the men about 
midnight and the description giv en by 
him ta llies in a genera l wa y with tha t 
giv en by the men who were near the 
hotel when the sa fe was blown. 
They 
wTere discribed as of medium sta ture and 
weight. 
Excitem ent runs high a t Scottsburg 
and ev ery man who can a ssist is a iding 
in the search for the robbers. 
Automo­ 
biles are lea v ing the town for all di­ 
rections, and sev eral posses hav e been 
orga nized. 
Borne of the citizens were 
in fa v or of bringing blood hounds to 
the town, but the officers thought tha t 
it would be useless as a large number 
of people had been in the postoffice 
since the robbers had left. 
This is the four postoffice robbery 
tha t lias occurred in this part of 
sta te during the pa st sev eral weeks. 
One wa s at Fra nklin, the second a t 
Aza lia , the third a t Fla trock and the 
la st one at Scottsburg.

N E W SCHOOL REGULATIONS. 


Rules Concerning Accredited Schools 
Adopted by Sta te Board of 
Education. 


A new set of rules and regulations 
concerning 
accredited 
schools 
wa s 
adopted by the Sta te Board of Educa ­ 
tion yesterda y. 
Among the definitions 
included were those of a standard col­ 
lege and a normal school, which hither 
to hav e not been defined in this state. 
The requirements included in the new 
rules concern the number of teachers, 
number of 
hours an 
instructor 
mav 
teach during a week, labora tory equip­ 
ment, courses of study, library fa cili­ 
ties, 
entra nce 
requirements, 
finances 
and many other deta ils of interest to 
educators. 
The 
v arious» colleges and 
normal schools in the sta te will be a sk­ 
ed to submit reports showing in detail 
in just wha t condition the school is with 
regard to the v arious things to be taken 
into considera tion 
in 
determining to 
j which cla ss the school belongs 
Until 
these reports are made, it is not known 
whether a ny of the schools will be affec­ 
ted by the new set of rules, so a s to 
place them in a different classification 
from the present one. 
•I. C. Kebb, of Fra nklin, new members 
of the board, filed his credentia ls yes­ 
terday and met with the board. 
E. E. 
Roby of Kokomo, whose term expired 
May 1, was remembered by the board in 
a resolution expressing a pprecia tion of 
his fa ithfulness and a bility and regret 
at losing his serv ices. 
Reports of the 
inspection of a large number of high 
schools and a ccredited schools of the 
sta te were submitted and a number of 
schools were commissioned.

The la test dev elopment in connection 
with the recent raids a t Brownstown, 
the result of which has been watched 
with much interest throughout the coun­ 
ty, is the arrest of Fred Metzheiser, one 
of the detectiv es, upon the cha rge of 
impersona ting an officer. The affidav it 
which was serv ed upon Mr. Metzheiser 
while he was in Brownstown as a w it­ 
ness in the ca ses which ha v e been tried 
this week, cha rges that he a cted as a 
peace officer iq the town of Brownstown, 
when he had no legal right to a ct in that 
ca pa city, as lie had not been a resi­ 
dent of this county for the required 
length of time. 
The law prov ides that no person shall 
act as a police officer who has not re- 
ided continuously in the sta te for one 
year and in the county where such a p­ 
pointment 
is made 
for a t 
least 
six 
months. 
Metzheiser is a resident of the 
sta te, but, it is alleged, is not qualified 
to make a rrests in this county. 
rih e 
detectiv e was sworn in by a justice of 
the peace of Brownstown, but 
it 
is 
lainied this does not prev ent M etz­ 
heiser from a cting unla wfully. 
The law upon this subject and upon 
which the affidav it 
was based, is as 
follows: 
No sheriff or other person authorized 
by law to a ppoint special deputies, mar-1 
sha ls or policemen to preserv e the public j 
peace shall herea fter appoint as such ' 
specia l duties, marshals or pqlicemen j 
a ny persons who shall not ha v e resided 
continuously in this sta te a t lea st one j 
yea r, and in the county where such ap- j 
pointment is made at least six months, j 
prior to the da te of such a ppointment; i 
and no person, company, a ssocia tion or and 
corporation shall bring into this sta te 
a ny person or a ssocia tion of persons for 
the purpose of discha rging the duties 
dev olv ing upon sheriffs and other peace 
officers in the protection of life and 
property and the punishment of crime; 
nor shall any person, without due a uthor­ 
ity, exercise or a ttem pt to a ct as a dep­ 
uty sheriff, marshal, policeman, consta ­ 
ble or other peace officer. 
Any person 
who shall v iola te any of the prov isions 
of this section shall, on conv iction, be 
imprisoned in the sta te prison not more 
than one yea r and be fined in a ny sum 
not exceeding fiv e hundred dollar . 
The filing of the affidav it was a sur­ 
prise to those interested in the prosecu­ 
tion of the ca ses, a s it was not genera lly 
known tha t such action was contem ­ 
plated. 
The da te for the trial of the 
ca se will probably be set in the near 
future. . 
The ca se of the Sta te a ga inst William 
Richards was tried Frida y and the jury 
found tha t the defenda nt was not guilty, 
a fter a delibera tion of eighteen min­ 
utes. The defenda nt wa s one of the par­ 
ties who was arrested a fter the raid and 
charged with ga ming.

tal at Mo mhassa, and after this set o ff 
unarmed and o nly attended by o cca­ 
sio nal carriers picked up o n the way , 
thro ugh no rthwest Rho desia, acro ss a 
co rner o f the Co ngo Free State and 
alo ng the sho res o f Lake Tangany ika, 
till she came to the Victo ria Ny &nza, 
which she cro ssed in an Arab dho wr. 
Every wdiere she helped the savages 
and fo und them grateful and helpful 
in return. 
The y ear 1906 saw’ Sister Bessie o n 
the Go ld co ast, which she left after 
the ho spital clo se!! fo r Liberia and 
San Tho me, after 
w’hich she fo und

It has 
been estimated that abo ut fifty-three 
peo ple o ut o f every 100 are either po s­ 
itively co lo r blind o r are suffering fro m 
what is called “feeble co lo r sense.” 
A man who can make o ut six o f the 
seven co lo rs in a rainbo w haa excellent 
co lo r visio n. 
If fo ur, hLs co lo r sense 
Lb feeble. 
If three o r less, he is co lo r 
blind. 
There are several 
so rts 
o f 
co lo r 
blindness, Lo ndo n Answers says. So me 
peo ple are abso lutely blind to co lo r 
so that they see everything in o ne neu­ 
tral tint, just as in a pho to graph, but 
the co mmo nest 
so rt 
is 
“red-green” 
blindness. 
A man afflicted with red- 
green 
blindness 
canno t 
distinguish 
between red and green. 
He will take 
certain hues o f green fo r the co rre­ 
spo nding shades o f red. 
The o ther 
shades o f green he will call white. The 
co lo rs that a man o f no rmal sight 
calls red, o range and yello w seem to 
him red, pale red and a still paler 
red. 
Co lo r blindness has no thing what­ 
ever to do with acuteness o f sight. 
In 
fact, it o ften happens that men who 
are blind to co lo r have exceptio nally 
acute sight. So metimes a man is co lo r 
blind in o ne eye and no t in the o ther. 
A man has been kno wn, when blind­ 
fo lded o ver o ne eye, to call a half 
so vereign a sixpence, tho ugh when the 
bandage was taken o ff he reco gnized 
the co in perfectly. 
If red and green are the mo st diffi­ 
cult co lo rs to the co lo r blind, and if 
co lo r blindness is so general, It may 
seem strange that these sho uld be the 
co lo rs cho sen fo r railway signals and 
fo r signals at sea. 
But it canno t be 
helped. 
Yello w' and o range, when seen 
thro ugh a fo g, lo o k to o much like 
white. 
A blue glass lets thro ugh o nly 
o ne twenty-fifth o f the light behind 
it. 
Red, o n the o ther hand, transmits 
light easily, and green is the o nly o th­ 
er vivid co lo r po ssible. 
Naturally, as millio ns o f lives daily 
depend o n the sea and railway signals, 
every man who wishes to o btain the 
espo nsible po st o f signalman, engine 
Iriver o r ship’s o fficer has to undergo 
i tho ro ugh test o f his sense o f co lo r. 
So impo rtant is the m atter that re- 
ently the bo ard o f trade sent o n a 
pec Lai vo yage in their o wn yacht a 
ship’s mate who had failed in 
the 
examinatio n three timas and passed 
It three times, in o rder to settle finally 
e questio n o f his ability to distin- 
;ish co lo red lights at sea. 
The o rdinary bo ard o f trade test, 
w'hich has been ado pted by mo st o f 
the railway autho rities, is with co lo red 
wo o ls. 
On a white clo th o r v;hite pa­ 
per a pile o f tangled skeins o f Ber­ 
lin wo o l is laid. 
No two are o f the 
same co lo r as the test skein, and as 
clo se to it in shade as po ssible. 
He 
Is no t allo wed to ho ld several in his 
hand at o nce and co mpare them. 
Each 
o ne he lifts he must eitner put ba-k 
o r lay beside the test skein. 
To avo id delay and to make sure 
that every candidate understands w hit 
is to be do ne, the examiner gives his 
instructio ns to all the candidates at 
cnc-e and keeps them in the examina­ 
tio n ro o m to gether, watching and wait­ 
ing their turn.
